The schools have a central 


role in the lowering of our 
juvenile delinquency rate. 


That is one of the conclusions 


reached in a new book, "The Com- 
munity and the Delinquent." by 
Dr. William C. Kvaraceus of Bos- 
ton University, and it applies in 
Dixon as well as the larger com- 
munities studied by the author. 


Often, when local youths appear 


in our courts, we hear the old 
familiar 
story: 
The defendant 


hated school. Some of them quit 
the classroom the day they could 
legally do so. * * * 


Dr. Kvaraceus believes some 


•chools may unwittingly be aid- 
ing, rather than solving, the de- 
linquency problem by attacking 
the student instead of helping 
him. He says, "The delinquent 
fe usually a child bo% attacked 
and attacking. 


"Some people have pointed out 


that to an extent we are now 
attacking the parent rather than 
the child. 


"But the mistake is too much 


attacking and not enough help. 


"Our 
attitude toward delin- 


quent children should be: They 
are children in need of help. We 
need a positive attitude toward 
them." 
* * * 


The author's research indicates 


there has been unsatisfactory 
school adjustment for most chil- 
dren who fall into difficulty with 
the law. Dislike of school is the 
fourth highest reason given by 
prison inmates for their antisocial 
behavior. 


An important function of the 


schools in combating delinquency 
is a systematic guidance program, 
according to. Dr. Kvaraceus. He 
eays teachers should be alert for 
the following symptoms in their 
(Students: 


1. Show marked dislike of 


School. 


2. Resent school routine and 


restriction. 


3. Are uninterested in the 


School program. 


4. Are failing in a number of 


subjects. 


5. Have repeated one or more 


grades. 


6. Are attending special classes 


for retarded children. 


7. Have attended many differ- 


ent schools. 


8. Want to leave school as 


soon as the law will allow. 


9. Have only the vaguest aca- 


demic or vocational plans. 


10. Have very limited academ- 


ic ability and yet are in an 
academic program. 


11. Want to stop schooling at 


once. 


12. Are truant from school. 
The doctor says, "If your school 


has youngsters who show these 
signs, give them a second look." 
* * * 


As of this year, Dixon High 


School is equipped to give that 
"second look.'' A full-time guid- 
ance director, Albert H. Krueger, 
has been busy since September 
setting up a counseling program 
here. It is an important expansion 
af our school's function. 


We can't, and won't, expect 


miracles from a guidance pro- 
gram. That job. like most, is a 
long, slow process—a patient 
building, brirk-by-brick, to form 
a solid result. 
We don't mean to imply that re- 


3ucing delinquency is the only ben- 
efit to be received from such a 
program. It can also aid in unrav- 
3hng the knotty vocational, social 
ind academic problems that trou- 
ole our students. 


The progress of our 
guidance 


program will be interesting.

Peiping Radio Belligerent 
In Newest Attack on UN 


TOKYO—(/ft— Peiping radio, in a more belligerent tone than usual, 


today repeated Red China's assertion that the United Nations has no 
right to intervene in the case of the 11 U. S. fliers imprisoned on charges 
of spying. 


The broadcast came barely 24 


hours after Red Chinese Premier 
Chou En-Lai agreed to meet Unit- 
ed Nations Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold in Peiping to dis- 
cuss the fliers' case. 


Avoids Fliers 


However, the broadcast, avoided 


—perhaps significantly—any men- 
tion of whether Hammarskjold's 
visit would have any effect on the 
fliers' imprisonment. 


"The verdict on the U. S. spies 


is based on conclusive and unde- 
niable 
evidence." said 
Peiping 


radio commentator Kiang Nan. 


"The Chinese government is ex- 


ercising its sovereign rights and 
no other country nor any interna- 
tional organization has the right to 
interfere." 


Peiping's reasertion that it will 


brook no interference in the fliers' 
case came at the end of a slashing 
attack on Sen. Alexander Wiley 
(R-Wis), chairman of the U. 3., 


Senate 
tee. 


foreign relations commit- 


Accuses Wiley 


The Peiping Commentator ac- 


cused Wiley of threatening war 
and of interpreting Chou's agree- 
ment to see Hammarskjold as be- 
ing a good opportunity for the US. 
to engage in political blackmail." 


Peiping quoted Wiley as saying 


Friday that unless Hammarsk- 
jold's visit brought release of the 
11 fliers the U.N. would have to 
"take action." 


To Wiley, the broadcast con- 


tinued, this "means the use of 
land, sea or air forces." 


"This American senator must 


indeed be crazy to imagine that 
war threats will force the Chinese 
people to release American spies 
who have invaded China's sover- 
eignty and security." 


Paris Talks 
In Assent 
On 'Trigger9 


Method of Polling 
Member Nations Is 
Not Clear at Moment 


PARIS— UP) —Leaders of 


the Atlantic 
Alliance an- 


nounced 
today 
agreement 


that 
civilian 
governments 


must keep the final say on 
the use of atomic weapons in 
the defense of Western Eu- 
rorte. 


They gave no indication, how' 


ever, of how the governments 
were to be polled in case of an 
emergency. 


The decision was disclosed in 


the final communique issued fol- 
lowing a two-day meeting of the 
foreign, defense and finance min- 
isters of the 14 North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) mem- 
bers. The conference approved a 
defense plan based on the use of 
thermonuclear weapons if needed 
to hurl back any invasion. 


Doesn't Bind U. S. 


The decision did not appear to 


bind the United States to consult 
with its Allies in cases of grave 
emergency 
nor to change any 


standing instructions which may 
already have been given to Gen. 
Alfred M. Gruenther, supreme al- 
lied commander for Europe. 


The United States is known to 


favor consultation with Its Allies 
before resorting to atomic war- 
fare but has been opposed to a 
binding: commitment which might 
be unworkable in sudden grave 
emergencies. The language of the 
communique did not appear to af- 
fect this American policy. 


There was no mention in the an- 


nouncement of a French scheme 
for a small "political standing 
group" with power to "pull the 
trigger" if full NATO consultation 
proved impossible. 


Must Be Strong 


In their communique, the min- 


isters said they were convinced 
member countries must maintain 
strong armies over a long period 
of time in order to deter aggres- 
sion. 


Soviet policy, thpv said, con- 


tinues to be backed by "ever-in- 
creasing military power" and is 
aimed—despite some current out- 
ward signs—at weakening and di- 
viding the western world. 


In the face of current pressure 


from Mosco%v for "co-existence," 
the NATO council declared: 


"Soviet policy 
contributes no 


constructive solution for ensuring 
world security and for maintaining 
the freedom of peoples. It provides 
no ground for believing that the 
threat to the free world has dimin- 
ished." 


The ministers noted that NATO 


forces have now reached the level- 
ing off stage, at least in terms of 
numbers and defense spending. But 
they said NATO desperately needs 
the backing of the 12 West German 
divisions envisaged under the re- 
cent Paris agreements. 


The strength of NATO forces has 


been reliably estimated at 300 di- 
visions, only half of them active. 


Robert B. Anderson, U. S. dep- 


uty defense secretary, told Fri- 
day's session the United States 
would continue to supply its troops 
in Europe with the latest new 
weapons. 


"The atomic deterrent adds sub- 


st?ntially to the present NATO ca- 
pability," he said. It has always 
been the sine qua non (the indis- 
pensable condition) of NATO stra- 
tegic thinking." 


Anderson said U. S. arms aid in 


the year beginning next July would 
continue at about the present level.

Toll Road Chief 
Denies 'Polities' 


Howell Claims All Is Above 
Board; Gov. Stratton Agrees 


CHICAGO—(.ft—The chief of the Illinois Toll Road commission says 


neither politics nor "extraordinary haste and secrecy" are involved in 
the proposed 390 million dollar network of state highways. 


Chairman Evan Howell made the 


double-barreled assertion to news- 
men Friday following a closed 
meeting of the commission. The 
ITRC currently is planning the act- 
ual 191-mile toll road route pre- 
paratory to issuing f i n a n c i n g 
bonds. 


At the same time, court action 


seeking to block the program was 
taken in Chicago. 


Cites "Complaint" 


The road chief said the politics 


charge cropped up after one of 
Gov. Stratton's "chief lieutenants" 
complained about contract awards. 
The "lieutenant," later identified 
by Howell as administrative assist- 
ant William Downey, was quoted 
as saying a contract had b e e n 
given a firm wh'ich had been "too 
vociferous" in criticism of Strat- 
ton. 


Howell said he personally visited 


Stratton and that the chief execu- 
tive agreed politics had no place 
in commission awards of contracts. 
He quoted Stratton as saying "the 
program is for all the people." 


Downey later denied the charges 


commenting: "I never said any- 
thing like that. All complaints and 
correspondence that came into the 
governor's office on the program 
were forwarded immediately to 
the toll road office." 


Howell also took vigorous issue 


with the alleged charge of secrecy 
and haste on the part of the com- 
mission. He said the commission 
adopted from the start a policy 
"to make full disclosure of any 
information." He said every effort 
has been made to keep the public 
informed. 


One Suit Filed 


Meanwhile, one suit challenging 


the constitutionality of the 1953 act 
which created the commission was 
filed Friday. Two more suits are 
threatened. 


The suit filed in U. S. District 


Court in Chicago, asks an injunc- 
tion until a legal review of the act 
is handed down. Thirty landowners 
in three metropolitan C h i c a g o 
counties claimed due process of 
law rights were violated in a sec- 
tion of the act which stated the 
law was not subject to review by 
the courts. 


Atty. Gen. Latham Castle, ex- 


officio attorney for the commission 
advised the ITRC. however, to 
"proceed with the plans." He said 
he didn't think a recent Illinois 
Supreme Court decision upholding 
legality of the toll program left any 
substantial questions unsettled.

Accidental Sounding 
Of Buzzer Creates 
False Alarm Today 


CLEVELAND </P) — The 


jury in the Sheppard mur- 
der trial appeared today to 
be deadlocked over the ques- 
tion of his guilt or the degree 
of it, or whether he is inno- 
cent. 


Dr. Samuel Sheppard. 30-year- 


old Cleveland osteopath, is ac- 
cused of muidenng his pregnant 
wife. Marilyn, last July 4. He says 
a prowler committed the crime. 


The seven men and five women 


on the jury went back into con- 
ference at 9:03 a.m. EST. this 
morning for a second day. There 
was no word from 
the closely 


guarded deliberations room as to 
how they were voting as the morn- 
ing hours wore along. 


Bags in Hold 


They left their overnight bags at 


a downtown hotel when they re- 
turned to Criminal Courts build- 
ing this morning, an indication 
they might have to spend a second 
night in the hotel. 


The accused man, Dr. Sheppard, 


was reading in his cell. 


A false alarm shortly after 10 


a.m. sent scores of reporters rush- 
ing into the courtroom from the 
corridors where they are waiting. 
A court officer said someone acci- 
dentally bumped the door of the 
jury room and the foreman sound- 
ed the buzzer—the signal they will 
give when they are ready to coma 
in with a verdict. 


Plan Appeal 


William J. Corrigan, 
veteran 


criminal lawyer who heads Shep- 
pard's defense, was not in the 
building today. An associate said, 
however, that if a verdict of guilty 
should be brought against Shep- 
pard a notice of appeal will b« 
filed within the required, three 
days. 


The jury is not deciding solely 


the question of whether Sheppard 
is innocent or guilty. 


The state charged that he not 


only beat his wife to death, but 
said he premeditated the crime 
and committed it with 
malice 


aforethought. These are the con- 
ditions for murder in the first de- 
gree. 


The penalty, unless coupled with 


a recommendation for mercy, is 
death in the electric chair. 


Suggest Quarrel 


However, the prosecution sug- 


gested during the trial that the 
murder may have resulted from a 
fierce quarrle between Sheppard 
and his wife. In that event, the 
question of premeditation might 
appear less certain to the jurors 
and they could 
be considering 


something less than a verdict of 
first-degree murder. 


As the long, slow hours passed, 


courtroom observers began to spec- 
ulnte about the possibility that the 
jurors arc loc'.ced in disagreement. 


However, they have an enormous 


niciss of material to consider. The 
\n itten record of the nine-weeks 
trial amounts to more than a mil- 
lion words. And there are 214 "ex- 
hibits." including photographs, let- 
ters, personal possessions of the 
accused man. the blood-splotched 
coverngs of the bed where Mari- 
lyn Sheppard died. 


Lawyers said it might take many 


hours just to examine all this be- 
fore the discussions get started in 
earnest. 


Look Tired

Your Bedspread Is the Key 
To an Attractive Bedroom 


By KAY SHERWOOD 


A fresh, pretty bedspread is the 


decorative backbone of an attrac- 
tive 
bedroom. No matter how 


small the room or how simple the 
furniture, an immaculate spread 
that fits properly is proof of the 
owner's pride. 


And a dingy, skimpy spread will 


make the finest furniture look like 
a refugee from a summer camp. 


But keeping a spread in apple- 


pie order is a problem in winter. 
If your bed is a parking space for 
visitors' wraps, grime rubs off to 
soil the fabric. Soot and dirt sifting 
in around the windows leave their 
unlovely imprint. 


Some of my friends shift the 


decor during- cold weather months 
to darker-colored or plaid spreads 
which don't show the soil quite so 
fast. When I'm expecting a size- 
able group for a party or a meet- 
ing, I toss a clear plastic sheet 
over the spread to stand off some 
of the grime. 


In a normal busy household, 


however, you don't have time to 
fuss too much. That's why I. for 
one, favor spreads that are easily 
washed and require little or no 
ironing. 


Pre-Shrunk 


New ready-made spreads are 


pre-shrunk so that repeated soap- 
and-water dunkings won't affect 
their fit. Cotton chenille, terrycloth. 
seersucker, corduroy and knitted 
or crocheted spreads can be suds- 
ed in a machine and need only 
finger pressing to restore their 
shape. 


If you have a prized quilted 


coverlet or a hand-knit spread, you 
may prefer to hand-wash it. Quilt- 
ed plastic 
coverlets should be 


hand-washed too. I think it's easier 
to hand-wash bulky spreads in a 
bathtub rather than a laundry tub. 


Because the bathtub offers a 


broader work surface, you have 
less hoisting and handling of the 
heavy water-logged f a b r i c . A 
plumber's plunger is a handy laun- 
dry aid. Plunged up and down in 
the hot soapy water, the suction 
pulls suds through the fabric. 


Avoid setting deep creases in un- 


ironed spreads by using a wringer 
on loose tension or by shortening 
the spin-dry cycle of the automatic 
machine 


Restoring the fluff to napped 


spreads needn't wrinkle your brow, 
even though you don't own an auto- 
matic dryer and the weather rules 
out out-of-door drying. 


Alternate e 


Your easiest alternative is to 


take the wet spread in a plastic- 
lined clothes basket to the self- 
service laundry for drying while 


you market. Our local self-service 
laundry charges a modest 
five 


cents a pound, dry weight, for this. 


Or hang the spread indoors until 


nearly dry, then transfer it out- 
doors for a breezy fluffing. The 
spread is less apt to freeze on the 
line this way. 


A third alternative, if you have 


a tank-type^ vacuum cleaner, is to 
hitch the hose to the blower end 
and blow warm air through the 
loc-ps. shaking the spread as you 
go. You can brush up the pile or 
corduroy, using brisk strokes in the 
direction of the nbs.

bloom for only a short time, then 
they are receiving too much light 


If the leaves become large with 


little or no flowers, then there is 
too little light. 


Watch the room temperature 
African violets need a constant 


temperature of 70 or 75 degrees 
and not less than 65 degrees

might be wise to move the plants 
from a cool window to a. warm 
place on cold nights. 


Humidity is important — the 


plants may thrive better in the 
kitchen than other rooms of the 
house because humidity is higher 
there. 


Pans of water on the radiators 


or heaters will help. Watering is 
important. Never let the plants diy 
out. Watering from below is safest 
for the amateur. 


Usually it is well to water once 


every third day; at least examine

Man the Ice Patrols 


It's not something you and your kids, or even their kids, 


will have to worry about. It won't affect real estate values 
in your part of town for quite a while. But that ice is coming 
back. 


So says an atomic scientist who has been studying the 


bottom of" the oCean. ocean temperatures, and a great deal 
of related phenomena. 


Four times in geological history, a great sheet of ice 


1000 or more feet thick >has crunched slowly over the earth's 
northern lands, smothering everything green, gouging out 
the soil, smashing and scraping the underlying rock. 


A good many scientists have guessed that we may be 


living in a broad interval between the last ice age and a fifth 
one to come. This newest speculation, by Cesare Emiliani 
of the University of Chicago, puts at around 10,000 years 
the time we have to go before the ice will return. 
* 
*

The last ice sheet pushed out an irregular front that 


covered or touched most states in the northern tier, but it 
left the country from the central south on down completely 
unmarked. If "the next one behaves that way, life in these 
United States will get pretty hectic. 


Since man wasn't around for the other big ice show, he 


hasn't been put to the test. But some people might try to 
combat the advance of the ice. You can almost picture stub- 
born crews of Minnesotans, armed with jackhammers, out on 
a sort of daily ice patrol, cutting through the stuff as it 
presses over their border. 


Most northerners probably would decide the smart 


thing was to head for warmer climes. They might have 
to go a lot farther south than anyone now would imagine. 
For the balmy weather of Florida, Alabama, Louisinia, Texas 
and the far southwest would take on an Arctic chill as the 
ice sheet spread over that good Republican territory up 
north.

It looks like our remote descendants of the next few 


thousand years or so had better "keep the good-neighbor 
policy with Latin America pretty toasty and warm. They 
may need it. 


The more you think of it, the more shattering is the 


prospect. Our fabulous cities, whatever shape and size they 
might have by then, would be wiped out. Lakes and rivers 
would disappear, to be replaced by new torrents pouring 
southward from the edge of the ice wall. 


There'd be some changes in the old precinct lines, and 


undoubtedly a lot of talk about political realignments. You 
might begin to hear more of the (Frozen) Solid North than 
of the Solid South. People would complain about the cold 
in Washington. Would Wisconsin and Vermont and Montana 
be represented by governments in exile ? 


Emiliani says long-range variations in sea temperature, 


possibly linked with changes in the sun's radiation, cause 
these ice ages. Maybe man should devote himself in the next 
several thousand years to cooking up some way to heat the 
Atlantic a few degrees. Sure would save a lot of trouble.

1904,

observed, "If Christmas shoppers would only remem- 
ber that the early bird catches the worm and that the 
early buyer gets the pick of the counter, I am quite 
certain that there would not be such a rush just be- 
fore the holiday and that buyers would be better satis- 
fied with their articles."

Mincemeat bars are the answer to a tasty holiday treat and free 


time with your family. These bars can be made anytime now. They 
will keep very well,'especially if stored in sheet form. They can be cut 
later into small squares which may be put into the candy dish or into 
strips for cookies, tea or open house. 


For storing, wrap the pan of bars in wax paper, metal foil or cello- 


phane. If waxed paper is used, it's better to store 
in a tightly covered container. 


Mincemeat bars are made of two eggs beaten 


until light and quite foamy. Add two-thirds cup sugar 
gradually as you continue the beating. Beating can 
be fairly rapid if you're using a. mechanical mixer. 
Add 1 cup sifted flour and 1 teaspoon of baking pow- 
der to the eggs and sugar. 
(Sift this flour and bak- 


ing powder together). Fold in ?; cup mincemeat 
and *j cup chopped nuts. Grease pan (8x8 is about 
right) and cover the bottom with waxed paper. Pour 
mixture into it and bake in slow oven, about 35 de- 
grees for 25 to 30 minutes. Cool and store.

Boil one cup of sugar with 
one-half cup of water to the soft- 
ball stage or to 238 degrees F. Add 
the grated rind of one orange, two 
tablespoons of tart orange juice, 
one half teaspoon salt and two cups 
of pecan halves. 


Remove from the heat and stir 


with a wooden spoon until the 
sugar crystallizes. Then turn the 
mixture onto a plate and separate 
the nuts with two forks, having 
each nut coated with orange-sugar 
mixture.

partment, the Eisenhower p l a n 
would permit 17-year-olds to volun- 
teer at $30 a month for six months 
training and lengthy reserve duty 
in the National Guard, Army or 
Marine Corps units. 


The draft would continue, the 


National Guard would remain un- 
changed, and the Navy and Air 
Force would rely on other pro- 
grams to build up their reserves. 


The over-all program would pro- 


vide a five million man reserve by 
1959. including three million in a 
ready reserve subject to immedi- 
ate call, and two million in a sec- 
Sndary reserve composed largely 
of veterans. 


As the stronger reserve comes 


into being, tentative plans call for 
a 468,000-rnan cut in the present 
armed forces strength to a level 
of 2,700,000 men in June. 1959. Wil- 
son did not estimate the saving 
this would bring.

In Water Despite 
All III Advice 


URBANA-CHAMPAIGN — (Spe- 


cial) — A University of Illinois ex- 
pert who studies Christmas trees 
nas taken issue with a Chicago tree 
dealer over the question "Does a 


'hristmas tree need water"? 
The Chicago dealer said it was 


"silly" to put the butt of the tree 
m water so the tree would keep 
fresh. 


Prof. J. Nelson Spaeth, head of 


the university's forestry depart- 
ment, says that water is essential 
for a fresher, greener, and less 
hazardous tree. 


"If a Christmas tree is allowed 


to dry out for two weeks in a home 
it will bum in a flash," he said, 
"hut if the tree is kept in water, 
with more water added every day, 
the tree not only will be less in- 
flamable, it also will have better 
color and keep its needles better." 


In a test made by Prof. Spaeth, 


an average spruce Christmas tree 
"drank" more than 10 quarts of 
water in two weeks — and re- 
mained fresh, green, and full of 
needles. Another tree kept out of 
water became dry, faded, 
and. 


Prof. Spaith commented "looked 
like a picked chicken." 


The University's recommenda-1 


tions are: 


"Don't bring the Christmas tree 


into the house until you're ready to 
put it up. 


"Get a tree holder that- allows 


for a container of water. 


"Cut a quarter-inch off the bot- 


tom of the tree butt to give a fresh 
surface which will absorb water. 


"Fill the container so the butt 


of the tree rests in 4 or 5 inches of 
water — and keep the water filled 
to this level."

Field.

Tom the field, bound for Portage 
a Prairie, northwest of Winnipeg, 
where the Millers own a cabin.
